of industry as soon aa 
they can merely Tread 
and write We are imposing 
upon 100 per cent. of our children 
{tbat which oot core than 5 per 
cent, can benedit. by, and: in dang, 
this we are impairing the wark 
of the teacher, and the efficioncy, 
the character, and the manners 
of the children who csnonot make 
anything usefal out of their 
school-made knowledge. Let the 
bright lad go right throogh to 
the best and highest school, 
college, or oniversity: but 
letthe ordinary lad go to “don- 
key - work™ as soon ‘3 
possible. Our. teachers are so 
Isrgely occupied in vain efforts an 
the dullards that they cannot 
attend properly to the quickwits.

Sow, after nearly halfa contury 
of schooling, the masners of the 
young are deplorable, and there 
is no sign of improvement. There 
never: will be any improvement 
unless 50 per cent, of what we 
call education is scrapped. 

In the first place, there ia too 
much of the  harrack-square 
systerc in ourschools. A teacher 
does not take a small, manage- 
able number of children, and 
carefully and humanly train 
them. A buge class is taken, and 
orders are bawled ont in the 
sergeant-major style. We can 
all seo what five years of Army 
life bas done for-our young men. 
To as lesser degree, but in the 
same. direction, our schooling 
system is ruining our children. 
Those simple words which 
fare othe life and soul of 
good manners and buman bap- 
piness—' “Please” and “Thank 
you” —- ara dropping clean}; 
out of the English language. It 
you will take your stand in s 
shop in- 2 manufactoring town, 
and will také note, you will not 
find one child customerin a score 
say either “please” or “thank 
you.” If you will take your 
stand in a publichouse you will] 
find the same lack of ‘manners in 
the grown ups.

ESDUSTRIAL EFFICIENCY 
LACKISG. 

The bed-rock basis: of huthan 
progress is, in reality industrial 
efficiency. Unless the necessary 
goods are produced in the needed 
solume we cannot prosper. : For 
trna industrial efficiency we need 
a few brain workers and many 
maoual workers. Natare, in her 
wisdom, meets the demand pre- 
cisely; she provides a small}! 
minority of brainy boys and a big 
majority of the other sort. But 
onr modern ednestion system— 
our yard-stick method of impos- 
iog the same kind and quantity 
ef schooling on all sorts and 
classes, utterly ‘regardless of 
individual abilities—is an out- 
raga on Natore. Wo keep the 
brainy boys back whilst vainly 
trying to make scholars of the 
numb-skulls. Itis no disgrace 
foraladtco ba a worker rather 
thanaschemer. Butit is wrong 
forthe State totry sud impcse 
education where it is not required. 
It is a huge blander to keep 
ordinary lads at school when they 
ought to be industrial recroits. 
There are hundreds of thousands 
of lads between 10 and 14 years 
of age who would be much hap- 
pier, and who would be learnin 
to be much more usefol citizens 
on the farros and in the factories 
than in-the schools. In many 
industries efficiency 
upon an early start.

COST OF LIVING, 


‘DERATE AT TRADE 
UNIONISTS’ CONFERENCE. 


At the annual Council Meeting 
af the. General Federation of 
Trade Union, at Leamington, 
Mr. Ben Tillett initiated a 
discussion on tha cess of living 
ahd food control. In a vigorous 
speech, Mr. Tillett said, upon a 
solution of the cost of living and 
the food question depended the 
fature contentment of this 
country. and its future. loyalty 
and order in regard to constitu- 
tional Govermant. 


Is was true thst the food 
supply had been in the hands of 
monopolists in every part of the 
world, but in this country, we 
were fortunately able at the 
moment to say our cost of living 
was as cheap if not cheaper than 
that of apy other country. That 
did not. mean tha same condition 
would be maintained. Gradoally 
the net of the great monopolists 
must necessarily be narrowed, 
because supplies of food of the 
wotld were being narrowed. 


We were the most important 
nation of Trade Unionists, and 
as Trade Unionists they bad had 
po settled or definite policy on 
the matter of food supplies and 
prices. There had been ro

DIFFICULTIES IN COLONIAL POLICY, © 


— —— 


The overnight telegram regarding tho debate in the House of 
Commons on the policy of the Calonis! Office makes inter- 
esting reading, because it raises a general issoe of great importance. 
Ie is often difficult, with a rather meagre cabled summary of points 
raised, to gather the full import ofa Parliamentary discussion, and 
the present is a casein point. In this instance, Colonel Wedg wood. 
a Labour member, initiated the debate, the burden of his complaint 
being that there has recently been a departure from old traditions, 
with the result that the Colonial Office has a natural bias in favour 
of the settler class and the exploitation of the countries rather than 
assuming the attitude of blind justice of the old administration. 
And be described this a3 serious developmen! in view of the fact 
that new Constitutions ate being granted to British East Africa, 
Rhodesia and Ceslon. The inference, of course. is that the rights 

_of natives are being made subsidiary to the encouragement of 
exploitation of these and other Colonies. Iftha: were so, it would 
indeed be regrettable, but we do not think the facts warrant such 
an allegation. : 

So far from keeping the native “under,” all the tendencies of 

_ British Colonial policy at present are in the other direction. How 

- else can we account for the larger measure of self-government 
which is being granted to the very possessions which Colonel 
Wedgwood names? itis true that there is no present intention of 
giving full snd absolute self-government to all our Colonies. That 
wonld be the height of folly, a3 must be apparent even to 
the critics of the Colonial Office. Colonel Amery bas now definitely 
stated the ultimate goal af the Government. which is to enable 
every part of the Empire to attain, when conditions make it pos- 
sible, foll power to control their own affairs and to develop their 
own destinies. The proviso is important, for, as Colonel Amery 
rightly says, to give complete self-government straight away to 
communities like those of Rhodesis and the East Africa Protector- 
gates on any sort of franchise that could be devised would not be in 
the interests of the mass of the native population. It is hero that 
we touch the point of extreme difficulty in this matter of Colonial 
constitutions! reform. And it is the task of statesmen to steer. 
between two courses—to avoid oppression of the natives bat yet at 
the same time to safeguard the interests of the Colonies as a whole 
by seeing that the voting power is not secured by those unable to 
make proper use of it or by these who would deliberately abuse 
such power. Self-government is a stage which can only be reach- 
ed in gradual eg, and to grant the appearance of it by working 
on the basis that " any sort of franchise will do” would ba possibly 
worse than making no concessions whatevor in the particuler 
direction. More than thet, we do not think that any of our Pro- 
tectorates are yet truly ripe for full self-letermination. Benevolent 
rule by Britain, with s general and progressive tendency towards 
faller freedom, is the policy that works best, even in the interests of 
the inhabitaiats of these possessions which are gradually being lift- 
ed on to higher planes. 

Thero is an interest in this matter of Colonial policy for Hong- 
kong. Indeed, from our own case we, can sse how difficult, nay, 
“amspoasible, it would be to concede full self-government to all British 

ons. Not the most ardent constitutions! reformer would 
advocate that the whole control of Hongkong be left inthe bands 
of an electorate including the native popluation ss well as British 
voters. That is typical of the difficulties to be encountered when 

. we set.about settling the franchise for Colonial possessious. Nor 
do we suppose that “full power to control our own affairs and 
develop our own destinies” by an Unofficisl Majority on the Council 
‘would be considered advisable for Hongkong. Because in all these 
matters there are large Imperial issues at stake. What we have 2 
right to expect, however, is some measure, of municipalisation by 
_which the Colony could fully control its purely internal affaire. But 
‘even the franchise problem would be present. Theee things are 
quite easy to talk about. Tho real difficulty lies in evolving a just 
policy. And if there are knotty problems in the case of Hongkong, 
which, after all, is bardJy inbabitated by cannibals, bow much more 
so ust that be when-we-come to deal with the African-and other 
Protectorates? Self-dotermination is s finesoundiog phrase. Th 
trouble is to put-the idea into effect on an equitable basis to all 
concerned, ; . . tee ae

Britain has 
still every reason to be proud of 
her industrial output, and it can 
be safely assumed that she is 
slowly but surely paving the way 
for the Hanidation of all her for- 
eign indebtedness. The only way 
to pay off that debt is by tha 
roannfactured products of her 
workmen, and the sooner home 
manufacturers are in a posi- 
tion to export on a large scale the 
sooner will Britain emerge freed 
from the yoke imposed by 
the Great War. The -pity of 
it all is that the working men ar 
Home do not fully recognise this, 
and that in their output they see 
little or nothing else but larger 
profits for capitalists. Not only 
England. but the whole Empire 
stands to lose or gain the 
actions of organised Izbonr, and 
the most patriotic hope of the 

serious 

distarb 
and producing 
capacity of tha Old Country. 
There must be give and take on 
both sides of the industrial scale; 
capital must give its quota and 
so mus? labour. Britain can ill- 
afford any loss, for sha is already 
handicapped heavily. But the 
days since the cessation ‘of 
hostilities have witnessed biz 
strides in the recovery and, 
happily. there are few indications 
just now that matters will be ip 
any degree worsened.

- GENTLEMEN AND

Unusual interest was vested in 
the arrival here of the East 
Asiatic Company's motor ship 
Chile which left Hongkong this 
morning for the North and Japap. 

When the Chile leh Copen- 
hagen, she carried acrew com- 
prised not of reeular deck 
labourers but a contingent of 
students and members of 
thd professional and higher 
classes of Denmark. This state 
of affairs, which woe believe bas 
no precedent in the histery of 
shipping. was brought about by 
the recant dock labonr strikes in 
Copenhagen which for a period 
of several! months held up ships 
in harbour and prevented the 
discharge of corn and provisions 
to a half-starving population. 

There was in this case a spon- 
taneaus general feeling against 
the strikers. who, acting under 
the advice of the Un‘ons. and 
against their better instincts, 
rommittee the error of depriving 
the population of bread and used 
this as -a weapon’ in their 
campaign against” the ship- 
ping companies for aD 
increase ‘of something like 

- 40 per cent. in their wages. The 
sight of something over 
forty ships. lying in Copen- 
bagen. Isden = with provi- 
sions while the population was 
balf-starved proves too much for 
the victims. Ap Association com- 
prising: the members of the better 
classes was formed at Copenhagen 
by a few enterprising citizens, 
and where the Government bad 
failed to secure relief. they were 
able’ be means of voluntary 
labour to defeat the purpose 
of the strike, and eventually to 
completely squash it, by the time 
the Chile left Copenhszen. 

With the arrival of the Chile 
in Hongkong. our representaure 
paida visit to the s:eamar, and 
in'ap interview with ber Com- 
mander, Captain Oscar Dabo. 
who js a gentleman with a fluent 

» knowledge of English and court- 
eous manners, was able to obtain 
details of the strike and the re- 
ult it led toin the manping of 
ships with crows of gentlemen 
aud stodents. 

“The population”, the Com- 
mander stated,“ had no sympathy 
whatever with the strikers. The 
student left his classes, the doctor 
his practicovand the members 
of the upper classes their 
leisure moments to work on 
the ships, discharging mucb- 
needed cargoes. and, when 
this was completed, commenced 
on the work of loading them for 
theie voyage overseas. The 
general feeling was ove of deter- 
mination todefeat the strikers aod 

_at the same time to relieve the 
population. They worked from 
seven o'clock in the morning until 
five o'clock in the evening, with 
scarcely avy break between save 
when, as in the case of the doctor 
or busivessman, they left their 
work temporarily for 2 few 
moments whilst rugning up to 
town in their cars to attend to 
urgent correspondence or personal 
busmmess, For this labour they 
ste given the usual pay of 
the deck and dockysrd-hands, 
nenely 15 krones a day, but it 
ust be mentioned to their credit 
thet they never accepted this 
pay, their work being prompted 
solely by.a-sense of patriotism 
which is « pleasant reflectioa 
to look back upon. F 
the. student to the 
they all worked 
one will, (and when 
strikers made several attempts to 
interfere and create disturbances 
they were kept well in hand by 
the Police who acted a3 an armed 
guard over the work that. was 
sding busily on the vessels 


. ation that farce would not succeed, 
“phe: strikéry: made many un- 


‘and at thedooks—On the. restis-. 


succesaful advances to win 
the Police over to their side. 

“When the ships were loaded. 
the gentlemen labourers offered 
their sarvices, as members of the 
crew. Some joined as sailors, 
others a8 firemen. On board my 
ship I have a crew of 43, amongst 
whom there are o number of 
civil engineers, a doctor and 
a parson. Others are students 
from the Universities and higher 
institutions, and the only ex- 
striker we have on board is & 
member of the late crew who 
came to jein us when 
the ship sailed from Co- 
penhagen. These strikers really 
never intended toge to the length 
thes did. They were influenced 
by the Unions, who in addition 
to the demand for 400 krones 
psy per month for the labourers 
and deckhands as against the 275 
they had hitherto been in receipt 
of, and a threes watch-system for 
the sailors, made the absurd 
ultimatom that a Commiss- 
ary from the Unions should 
be appointed to each. ship 
to see that the Officers” orders 
are countermanded when thought 
fit. This last demand was the 
worst of all, It showed that the 
Unions were acting with Balshe- 
vist tendencies, and really spoiled 
what would otheraise have been 
a more or less reasonable 
request.” 

Speaking of his crew, to whom 
he affectionately referred as “my 
boys”, Captain Daho stated that 
what they Jacked in experience 

amply compensated for 
display of ideas and 
aptitude for acquirement 
of the various details of their 
work, which was not & surprising 
fact seeing that they came from 
institutions where education had 
fitted them for almost every class 
of manual work. “Nominally thes 
are in receipt of the 275 krones 
pay, but beyond what they used 
in, rations they have never ac- 
cepted anything in the form of 
pay, though I understand that 
the Company will make a grant 
on the completion of the 
voyage.’ I is not all loss of time 
for them. The students in sign- 
ing on bave accorded to them 
an opportunity for the ac- 
quirement of first-hand know- 
ledge of after-the-war condi- 
tions by an extensive trip 
round the chief ports of Europe 
and the Far East. At each port 
at which the vessel touches they 
are given every opportunity of 
going ashore, so that you will 
perceive the trip in which 
they participate as deckhands 
js very interesting. They do their 
work conscientiously, and as 
they are voluntary labourers eod, 
moveover, people of good position, 
there is no fear of an infringe- 
ment of discipline in my some- 
times conversing with .them 
whilst they are at work. 

“It oust be said ‘that when the 
Chile left Copenbagen the strike 
was already broken, though the 
old crew could not le signed 
on again as this would deprive 
the students of the trip.
